Dev elopments in the Seward sa­ 
loon ease came thick and fast today . 
On the heels of the closing of the sa­ 
loon by Seward on his owrn initiativ e 
late y esterday 
afternoon 
when he 
heard that the commissioners had in­ 
stru cted Sheriff da ta Bebou t to or­ 
der that the doors not be opened this 
morning , Donald Smith, attorney for 
Seward, this morning filed in circu it 
cou rt a complaint for an inju nction 
ag ainst the cou nty board and a de­ 
mand for fiv e hu ndred dollars dam­ 
ag es on accou nt of the closing of the 
saloon. 
The attorney slipped away at nine 
o'clock this morning with the du pli­ 
cate and orig inal copy of the com­ 
plaint for inju nction and 
damag es, 
leav ing for Shelby v ille to present his 
pleading before the cou rt which is in 
session there. It is su pposed lie will 
ask Ju dg e Blair for a temporary re­ 
straining order from the decision of 
the cou nty board so that the saloon 
may remain open u ntit the inju nction 
and damag e proceeding s may be 
tieard. 
The action of Seward’s attorney 
this morning is a decided v iolation of 
cou rt ethics. Two copies of ev ery 
complaint filed in the circu it cou rt 
are made so that the orig inal may al­ 
way s be on file in the office and the 
du plicate may be u sed by attorney s 
for the defendant in the case so that 
they may g et at the statu s of it. This 
practice is carried on by attorney s 
some times when they wish, to keep 
their case from reaching the pu blic 
bu t it is v ery u ncommon and is con­ 
sidered v ery poor practice. 
The fact that bo th co pies o f the 
co mplaint were remo v ed 
fro m the 
clerk’s o ffice means that Jo hn II. Kip- 
ling er, co unty atto rney , can prepare 
no defense fo r the co unty bo ard, until 
he peruses the co mplaint fo r damag es 
and an injunctio n. It is no t likely 
4 hat Judg e Blair will 
g rant an in­ 
junctio n ag ainst the bo ard until a 
fair hearing has been g iv en bo th 
sides. 
So it is impo ssible fo r members o f 
the bo ard to see what was g ained by 
Seward’s atto rney in g o ing befo re 
the co urt in Shelby v ille to day with 
bo th co pies o f the co mplaint. It will 
o nly serv e to delay the case, as it is 
no t v ery likely that the co urt will 
take any actio n witho ut hearing bo th 
6 ides. 


On the other hand, an attorney can 
not be fou nd who believ es that one 
cou rt can issu e an inju nction ag ainst 
another. They say they know of no 
case on record in which su ch a prac­ 
tice has been indu lg ed in. If that be 
the case, the filing of the su it here 
this morning .will be of no av ail. 
Some attorney s who hav e been 
watching the case with renewed in­ 
terest, believ e that the settlement of 
the inju nction and damag e su it wou ld 
practically pu t an end to the case. 
The refu sal of the cou rt to g rant an 
inju nction, they say , wou ld mean that 
he believ ed the v erdict of the board 
was correct and wou ld su stain the 
board in an appeal to his cou rt. 
Bu t on the other hand, the cou rt 
mig ht refu se to g rant an inju nction 
on the theory that it is not within the 
ju risdiction of any cou rt to g rant an 
inju nction ov er the order of another 
cou rt. In that ev ent it wou ld be nec­ 
essary to try the real merits of tlie 
case in the appeal, which Seward 
say s will be made. 
The order of the commissioners to 
rev oke Seward’s license 
011 the peti­ 
tion of James E. Naden is as follows: 
This cau se hav ing been continu ed 
u ntil this the 9 th day of Janu ary 
19 12, and the Board being du ly ad­ 
v ised in the premises now finds that 
the alleg ations of the petition of said 
James E. Naden to rev oke said li­ 
cense of Basil Seward 
are prov en 
and tru e; that the said Basil Seward 
at the filing of his application for li­ 
cense to sell intox icating liqu ors had 
not been a resident of Ru sh cou nty 
for six months prior to the filing of 
said application and that within said 
six months said Basil Seward had 
resided elsewhere; and that the said 
Basil Seward is not the sol^ bona 
fide lessee of the premises described 
in his application and that said Basil 
Seward was not and is not the sole 
owner of su ch bu siness and that oth­ 
er persons are directly and indirectly 
eng ag ed in said bu siness; that said 
Seward at the time of the filing of! his 
application did not desire said license 
for his own u se and benefit solely , 
bu t desired it for the u se and benefit 
of other persons with 
said 
Basil 
Seward; that said Seward has since 
filing his application directly and in­ 
directly solicited, receiv ed and ac­ 
cepted from other persons, firms and 
corporations, eng ag ed in the manu ­ 
factu re 
and sale 
of 
intox icants, 
g ifts, loans of money , fu rnitu re, fix ­ 
tu res and other assistance; that said | 
Basil Seward in his application for 
license made false statements in 
stating that lie had been a resident of 
Ru sh cou nty for six months imme­ 
diately prior to said application, that 
he made a false affidav it in stating 
that he was the sole bona fide lessee 
of the premises described in the said 
ajy plication, that he made a 
false 
statement 
in said 
application 
in 
stating that lie was the sole owner of 
su ch bu siness and that no other firm 
or corporation had any interest, di­ 
rectly or indirectly , in said bu siness, 
that he made a false statement in 
said application in stating tint said 
license was desired for his own u se 
and benefit and not for the u se and 
benefit of any other person, firm < r 
roiporation and that 
said 
Sewird 
made a false affidav it in his app» ,ca- 
tion in stating that he had not div ect- 
h solicited or accepted 
from 
any 
person firm or corporation eng ag ed 
in the manu factu re or sale of intox i­ 
cating liqu ors, any g ift, loan of mon­ 
ey , fix tures, or o ther assistance of 
any kind. 
The bo ard further finds 
that said license sho uld be rev oked 
and m all thing s held for nau g ht. 
It is tberfo re co nsidered, ordered 
adjudg ed and decreed by the Bo ard 
that the license to sell into x icating 
liquo rs at retail hereto fo re g ranted 
to said Basil Seward o n the 2 3d day 
o f Octo ber, 19 11, be rev o ked and the 
same is hereby rev o ked and annulled. 
It is further o rdered that a certi­ 
fied co py o f the o rder o f the Bo ard 
be issued to the 
sheriff o f Rush 
co unty . 
The o rder was certified by Jesse 
Sto ne, co unty audito r, and the o ffi­ 
cial seal placed thereo n.

ex pected to materially 
inereaes the 
present su pply .

The weather will be colder tonig ht, 
according to the official forecast g iv ­ 
en ou t abou t noon today . There are 
no sig ns, according to the forecast, 
which indicate that the cold wav e will 
be abated either tomorrow or the 
nex t day . 
Snow fell for a short 
time 
this 
morning , bu t this is not the end of the 
snowfall by any means, the weather 
prediction say s. 
Snow flu rries are 
predicted for tonig ht and tomorrow. 
Possibly the heav iest snow of the 
y ear will v isit Indiana tomorrow. 
There is a blizzard in the northwest 
which is headed sou th and it may or 
may y ot hit Indiana. 
It is accom­ 
panied by colder weather and a big 
drop in temperatu re. 
Weather of­ 
ficials can not 
determine 
ex actly 
whether the blizzard is coming in this 
direction and will pass ov er this sec­ 
tion of the State. At any rate it is 
g radu ally widening its zone of in­ 
flu ence and will dou btless cau se a 
considerable lowering of the temper­ 
atu re in this v icinity . 
This., morning 
was the 
warmest 
Ru sh v ile has ex perienced since the 
cold wav e hit the city , with one ex ­ 
ception. The temperatu re did not eret 
below zero last nig ht as it has in the 
past few nig hts. The lowest temper­ 
atu re recorded was two abov e zero. 
The mercu ry did not hang there 
long , howev er, and by eig ht o’clock 
this morning it was u p to fou r abov e. 
Tf g radu ally rose du ring the morning 
In u rs u ntil it was as hig h as sev en­ 
teen abov '1 du ring the noon hou r. 
Late this afternoon the mercu ry 
was on the decline and there was ev ­ 
ery indication that the weather fore­ 
caster wou ld be borne ou t in his pre­ 
diction. colder tonig ht. 
At Prince Albert, Canada, the tem­ 
peratu re reached 44 deg rees below 
zero last nig ht and it was still 42 de­ 
g rees below at 7 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing . The coldest place in the United 
States at 7 o’clock was Grand Forks, 
N. P., where the thermometer showed 
31 deg rees below zero. At Moorehead, 
Minn., it was 24 deg Tees below, and 
at St. Pau l. Minn., and Green Bay , 
Wis., it was 22 deg rees below at 7 
o’clock this morning .

He said the fu tu re 
looked v ery brig ht and he thou g ht 
this v ery encou rag ing news. 
Mr. Bro wn alluded to the 
many 
Rushv ille men present who m he had 
kno wn in fo rmer y ears, the Rev . W. 
H. Wy lie, Ro y Jo nes, J. T. Arbuckle 
and Rush Budd, and recalled 
that 
wherev er he went he fo und so me o f 
his o ld friends. This caused him to 
o bserv e men can’t 
ex pect to leav e 
reco rds behind. 
He said 
that the 
Mo v ement did no t ask men to fo rg et 
their past but to lo o k to the future 
rather than that. 
He said Rush co unty is alway s as­ 
so ciated in the mind9 o f mo st no n­ 
residents as being amo ng the richest 
in the State and he remembered a 
co nv ersatio n with a man befo re co m­ 
ing here, during which he was in­ 
fo rmed this was the ho me o f Gen. P. 
A. Hackleman, the first g eneral fro m 
the No rth to g iv e his life in the civ il 
war. 
Mr. Bro wn declared this was 
a fine ideal fo r Rush co unty to aspire 
to and he ho ped that the same spirit 
wo uld be apparent in relatio n to the 
Mo v ement. 
Mr. Bro wn deplo red the treatment 
ministers receiv e fro m 
the men o f 
[their churches. He po inted o ut they 


do not hav e the su pport of the rank 
and file of the men of their cong re­ 
g ation. He said the Mov ement wou ld 
help this condition. 
He said the prog ress made in mis­ 
sions is encou rag ing , bu t that the 
Mov ement proposes to make this fea­ 
tu re of chu rch work more effectiv e. 
He said if the men of today do not 
take adv antag e of the opportu nity to 
ev ang elize the world, the fau lt will lie 
with them. 
The second work of the Mov ement, 
ev ang elism, he said, means to make 
this a part of ev ery man’s ev ery day 
life. He pointed ou t it is the du ty of 
lay men to do- this work and not the 
ministers.’ 
Boy s work is to be a leading part 
of the Mov ement. Mr. Brown declar­ 
ed 70 per cent of the boy s are ou t of 
the chu rch and the problem is to in­ 
terest them and g et them back. 
He 
u rg ed the fathers to set an ex ample 
for them else they will nev er be g ath­ 
ered in. 
The Bible stu dy phase of the Mov e­ 
ment, Mr. Brown said, is larg ely for 
the committee for each chu rch to 
work ou t. 
The intent is to interest 
more men in the stu dy of the Bible. 
The social 
serv ice 
featu re, “the 
cleaning u p of 
the city ,” as 
Mr. 
Brown termed it, is g iv en mu ch prom­ 
inence in other cities. He lamented 
that Ru shv ille is “wet,” recalling that 
it had been made so u nder the new 
law. He u rg ed the conditions be re­ 
v ersed and said the Mov ement wou ld 
help. 
lie said the pray er circle work was 
misu nderstood. 
It is, 
Mr. Brown 
said, to resu rrect the family altar in 
the home and u rg e more time be g iv ­ 
en for pray er. 
lie pointed ou t the finance phase is 
not to rqise money to 
defray ex ­ 
penses of the Mov ement, bu t to seek 
to pu t men on a tithing basis with re­ 
lation to the chu rch.

In flu en tial 
Bo dy Makes th e Accu sa­ 
tio n , an d Seems to Su p p o rt 
It W ith Facts. 


At an in formal discu ssion before the 
Adv ertisers* clu b of Lou isv ille, Ky ., 
recen tly a qu estion was raised which 
open ed the ey es of those presen t an d 
g reatly in terested them in the su b­ 
ject. 
The poin t was made that modern 
American boy s are so av erse to labor 
that soils the han ds an d clothes, so 
u n willin g to become skilled artisan s, 
an d so u n happy in an artistic craft 
that brin g s abou t these resu lts, that 
it is a matter of mu ch difficu lty to g et 
recru its for the prin tin g trade from 
their ran ks. 
When the older work­ 
men die there wiil be n o n ew on es to 
take their places. 
This complain t was emphasized by 
this in stan ce: It appears that 
there 
is a scholarship offered in on e of the 
techn ical schools of an other city for 
g ood prin tin g work, an d for fiv e y ears 
it has been fou n d impossible to fin d 
a qu alified y ou n g man to apply for it. 
There seems to be a g en eral belief 
that wrere it n ot for ou r foreig n born 
citizen s there wou ld soon be an en d 
to hig h class prin tin g in America. 
This wou ld seem to in dicate a de­ 
plorable an d fatal defect in ou r sy s­ 
tem of edu cation . 
If ou r boy s are so 
determin ed to be well dressed man i­ 
kin s on ly , then y ou n g America is in a 
bad state, in deed. 
If there are n o 
aspiran ts for a craft that is almost 
a fin e art there mu st be practically n o 
y ou n g 
American s 
preparin g 
them­ 
selv es for the less attractiv e v oca­ 
tion s. 
They do these thin g s better in Ger­ 
man y . 
There is there more respect 
for the crafts, an d less in terest in 
pu rely person al appearan ce. 
This is 
helped ou t by elaborate techn ical an d 
v ocation al schools that lift stu den ts 
abov e the commercial an d merely me­ 
chan ical stan dards. 
Old-fashion ed 
methods, 
in clu din g 
appren ticeship, made for in div idu al­ 
ism. 
Men lov ed the work of their 
han ds becau se it was g ood, an d bet­ 
tered it an d improv ed it as a matter 
of pride w’hen ev er this w'as possible. 
Bu t that time is past. 
Perhaps if.

way . it cou ld

brou g ht back America wou ld hav e 
more w’ell-to-do artist craftsmen an d 
skilled laborers an d fewer half-starv ed 
bu t ou twardly smart clerks.—Chicag o 
Tribu n e.

10.—In the^ fire 
which destroy ed the bu ildin g of the 
Equ itable Life Assu ran ce Society in 
the block between Broadway an d Nas­ 
sau street an d Cedar an d Pin e streets 
—the first g reat office bu ildin g erected 
in New York, six men lost their liv es. 
It was the most destru ctiv e office 
bu ildin g fire in the city ’s history . On e 
of the v ictims of the blaze was Bat­ 
talion Chief William Walsh of the fire 
departmen t, who 
carried down by 
a collapsin g floor, as he w'as leadin g 
his men u pward toward the Lawy ers’ 
clu brooms. 
Three employ es of the 
Cafe Sav arin who were trapped on the 
roof plu n g ed to death when the flames 
reached them. 
William Giblin , presi­ 
den t of the Mercan tile Safe Deposit 
compan y , was sav ed in the n ick of 
time — drag g ed 
throu g h 
a 
win dow 
whose bars had been sawed throu g h 
by firemen . 
In v alu able records of the Equ itable 
society , of railroad compan ies an d of 
corporation s an d law firms, hou sed in 
the bu ildin g , were destroy ed. 
Secu ri­ 
ties v alu ed 
at n early $1,000,000,000 
were en dan g ered, althou g h they are 
probably safe in the massiv e steel 
v au lts n ow sheathed in ice. The fin e 
law library con tain in g 35,000 v olu mes, 
worth perhrps $500,000 an d establish­ 
ed y ears ag o by Hen ry Baldwin Hy de 
as an in du cemen t to lawy ers to take 
qu arters in the bu ildin g , is dissipated 
in ashes. 
Possibly 100,000 life in su r­ 
an ce policies u pon which the Equ ita­ 
ble had loan ed mon ey were bu rn ed. 
They wrere in steel box es which may 
n ot hav e resisted the heat. If they are 
g on e it will take leg islation to ren ro 
du ce them. All in all, the fire so tan ­ 
g led the affairs of corporation s with 
v ast in terests that it may take y ears 
to straig hten them ou t. 
The bu sin ess of Wall sreet was tied 
u p for hou rs. 
On ly the tremen dou s 
efforts of the firemen , rein forced by 
the Brookly n departmen t, sav ed the 
ban kin g hou ses that su rrou n d the 
Equ itable site. 
Fig htin g in a six ty 
mile n orthwrest g ale, in bitter weather, 
the firemen beat back the con flag ra­

ninety -two county poor asy lums and 
th e Marion County Asy lum for th e 
Incurable Insane. 
Two-th irds of th e 
number alway s h av e been men.

W INTER FEED IS VERY SCARCE

berries, wild rosés, dewberry , rasp ­ 
berry and oth er sh rubs, wh ich fur- 


nish brush wood for th e protection 
th e game birds from th e keen-ey 
h awks as well as th e h eav y snow 
Th e lands th rough out th e rural di 
tricts of Indiana in th is day of pr 
gress h av e more th e apperancc of 
truck gardens th an of real farm>. 
Th e old rail fences wh ich used to 
be th e property line of th e Indiana 
farm s, as well as th e div iding line 
between th e pastures and th e corn 
fields represented a goodly fraction 
of th e farm acreage and were alway s 
more or less grown up in brush and 
h igh grasses wh ich was protection as 
well as a food supply for th e wild 
life.

Lafayette, Ind., Jan. 1 0 .—“Alfalfa 
is destined at no distant date to rev­ 
olutionize th e live stock industry of 
Indiana, declared A. P. Grout of Win­ 
ch ester, 111., th e “alfalfa king of Illi­ 
nois,” in an address before th e Indi­ 
ana Corn Growers Association at th e 
annual meeting h ere today in connec­ 
tion with th e Purdue 
sh ort course. 
Mr. Grout participated in th e pro­ 
gram as - an advocate of an Indiana 
Alfalfa Growers’ Club, and h is ef­ 
forts were rewarded by th e organiza­ 
tion of a new club with a membersh ip 
of several h undred. 
Th at th e organ­ 
ization will include in its members th e 
entire ranks of th e Corn Growers As­ 
sociation with in a very 
sh ort time 
seems certain, and anoth er step to­ 
wards a m o s t prosperous agriculture 
in Indiana will h ave been taken. 
Th e Illinois man’s address was an 
interesting one and clearly evidenced 
th e vast possibilities in th e growth of 
alfalfa h ay. 
Tie told of th e -access 
th at h e h ad attained on h is own farm, 
made one of th e most prosperous in 
h is region th rough t th e careful cul­ 
tivation of alfalfa. 
"I consider th e alfalfa movement 
th e m o st important agricultural event 
of th e century,” h e said, “and like 
Beech er's fa m o u s remark concerning 
th e strawberry, migh t say th at God 
migh t h ave made a better forage crop 
but, in my opinion, h e never did.”

“ready to hang like a m an.” 
Holloway was arrested on suspicion 
of being a pickpocket. 
Taken before 
Inspector Hunt, he began a recital of 
his alleged crimes. 
‘‘I'm what they 
call a bad guy—a real burglar, bank 
robber. I’m almost anything you want 
to call me,” he said. 
“ I robbed the Montreal bank .Tan. 
1910, and got away with all the cash, 
about $159.000. 
Next I robbed the 
bank at P anam a and got away with 
$84,000. 
I was pursued by a crew on 
a gunboat, but I got ashore and es­ 
caped in the swamps. One of my pals, 
Eddie Schaefer, an American, wanted 
all the money—and T shot him dead.

abets in such unlawful killing of an­ 
other, shall take by devise or descent 
any part of the property, real or per­ 
sonal, owned by the decedent at the 
tim e of his or her death,” to m ean that 
a widow who unlaw fully killed her 
husband and was convicted of such 
unlawful killing could not have set off 
to her her dead husband’s property as 
an estate w orth less than $500. 
The question arose when the petition 
of Mrs. Ella P. M ertes to have the 
estate of her husband, Louis P. M ertes, 
set off to her as being w orth less than 
$500, cam e up for hearing. 
The at­ 
torneys for Mrs. M ertes contended 
tha t her statutory allow ance of $500, 
was not either a devise or descent of 
the property and was, therefore, not 
governed by Section 2995, but Judge 
B retz held differently. 
This section, 
as far as known here, has not been 
construed before by the courts of In 
diana, and it is probable this case will 
be appealed.

Here and there similar meetings were 
held but it was not until early in 1860 
that the united pray er meeting move­ 
ment became general throughout Eng­ 
land. 
“ Strange to say . this general move­ 
ment emanated from North India. On 
the 29 th of November, 187)8, the Lod- 
iani Mission held its twenty -third an­ 
nual meeting. 
The great theme was 
how can the revival wave 
come to 
them and do for them what it was do­ 
ing for America. 
This led them to 
issue the famous Lodiana call for a 
week of pray er throughout the world. 
They set the second week of January , 
1860. as the time when Christians ev­ 
ery where should observe the week of 
pray er. 
This invitation appealed to 
the English people. 
A y ear later in 
November, 1859 . a circular letter was 
issued containing the Lodiani invita- 
ton and the endorsement of forty - 
four minsters of England. 
It result­ 
ed in a general spirit of pray er. The 
week of pray er was 
observed.
